Mark Twain's oit-tpioted comment, 
"I"-vi'ryl)ody talks abaut the weather, 
but nobody ever does anything about 
it," doesn't exactly hold true of Anli- 
och. for there is somebody here who 
di.v.i something about it, too. 

lie is I'ostiu'ister Koy Kufalk. who 
observes the weather and records his 
observations for the U. S. weather 
bureau. 

Lightning in January^in the midst 
of a blizzard at that — is noted in the 
recordings for Thursduy, Jan. 1. The 
weather wasn't as cold that day, bliz- 
zard or no, as it was to be during the 
ensuing few days, however. Monday, 
with a miiumum temperature of 14 
degrees below zero, and a maximum 
of 3 dcHrees below zero, started ofT 
the worst of the "cold days," he re- 
ports. On Tuesday it was practically 
balmy, when the tempenilure, that had 
dropped only to 12 below zero during 
Monday night, rose to 6 degrees above 
zero. 

Wednesday's low mark was 20" 
below zero, although it warmed up to 
only 10° below zero during the day. 

Today the temperature ro.'ie from 
18^ ibelow zero to 5" above zero, at 
noon, suggesting the possibility that 
the cold spell h.ad finally broken and 
that warmer weather might be ahead. 

Sunday bad a minimum temperature 
of 11" below and a imximum of 5" 
aJ)ovc zero; Saturday's temperature 
wavered between 3" below nnd 14" 
above zero; Friday's between 2" f:ud 
24' above zero, and 'Hiursday's be- 
tween 23" and 34" above zero.

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Silent Destruction 

The danger of inliation that threatened us before the 
war is becoming more acute. If there was little time 
for us to take effective action to control it then, there is 
less fime now. 

Inflation creeps up on a nation silently. But it can 
be as destructive as bombing planes, and once it has 
arrived no one is able to escape it. 

What does inflation mean to the average person? 
It means that the value of his pay check may be cut in 
half — that the price of everything he has to buy may be 
doubled. A pound of meat may cost more than he now 
pays for a pair of shoes. A little later a pair of shoes 
may cost more than he now pays for a suit of clothes. 
Still later a suit of clothes may cost more than he now 
pays for a new car. 

If we are to protect ourselves from this danger, in- 
dustry must not misuse the emergency to raise prices; 
labor must not misuse it to demand an increase in basic 
wage rates; government must not misuse it to boost farm 
prices. We're all in the same boat, so far as inflation 
goes. We all use the same money, and we all have to 
cooperate to make sure that that money retains its value.

Battle of the Factories 

No amount of slave labor can equal the volun- 
tary cooperation of free men. There's a fact for all of 
us to hang on to throughout the coming months. And 
it is a fact, make no mistake about it. We Americans 
have already proved that. 

Even though we got a late start in the armament 
race, we're rapidly catching up. We have the materials 



to do the job better than the aggressors can. We're 
the masters of mass production, and they have been our 
pupils, copying our advances during the peace-time years. 
We outproduced them then, building up a standard of 
living so high that it became the envy of the world. 

Now that the cards are on the table we can out- 
produce them again. It won't be an easy job, perhaps, 
ibut it can be done. And it's being done. 

Many of our factories switched to war production 
months ago. They're already hitting their stride. And 
more factories will join them, for this is a battle of the 
factories. 

Undoubtedly we'll have black days of discourage- 
ment, but the final battle is the one than counts in war- 
fare, and we shall win it, for the spirit of freedom is 
still the strongest power on earth, just as it's alwajrs been.

Something to Remember 

What will happen to America after the war? How 
will we meet our rising government debt, change our 
economy back to a peace-time basis and continue with 
our job of making America into the best place to live 
in the world? 

Such problems are causing grave concern in the 
^Tiinds of many Americans at the present time. In a 
recent speech Dr. Robert G. Sproul, President of the 
University of California, pointed out some facts that 
should reassure us on these points. 

After the war, he said, "the land and its resources 
will still be here; all of the knowledge of mankind from 
the beginning of history to the present will still be ours. 
. . . Such adjustments as we may have' to make in our 
social and economic scheme will not destroy our democ- 
racy as long as we preserve inviolate its central and fun- 
damental principle of respect for and recognition of the 
dignity and worth of the individual." 

That concept of the individual has always been one 
of the foundations of our freedom. Because of it we 
are able to work where we please, save our money or 
spend it, worship as we wish and enjoy all our other 
liberties. Whatever happens in the months to come, we 
must remember thai and let nothing destroy it. ~

Blind Man Is Skilled 

Trainer of Guide Dogs 

One of the most skilled trainers of 
"sccing-eyo" dogs for the blind is 
Otis Gathrifiht of Los Angeles, who 
is blind himself. 

Gathright uses a special toch- 
luque ai'id trains a dog in about 
four months. Ho has trained 10, and 
now is at work on Prince, a tawny 
German shepherd which he rescued 
from the pound as a pup. 

"Prince first had to learn that I 
was blind," said the trainer. "I 
would step on him purposely and 
then have someone else avoid hitn 
as ho lay down. Thus lie soon 
caught on to my condition. 

"I use a clo.'5e chain, with which 
lo leach l^rir.ce to stay on my left 
side. Thus 1 can carry my white 
eane in my rifjit hand and hold the 
-io'^ with my left."

ter Only about one in 50 German

"Prince already can guide me

Gathright said it "takes a lot of 
cc-:ra.;-e' for a blind pcison to go 
out n!.'..n a oily street at fii^.t, But 
with a wiiite cane and a ".sceing- 
eye*" dog tiie h.'r;:ards vanish and 
the blind acquire an amazing self- 
cor.iidcnce.

Jesus WQS "only a boy" as He 
grew through Infancy and childhood, 
but in that baby and that boy rest- 
ed all the hopes of mankind. While 
He was not just like any other boy, 
yet His growth and development 
were normal, and we may learn 
much that will enable us to help thi 
boy in our hom^, in our block, or in 
our church. 

The mother of Jesus, in fulfill- 
ment of the law of her people, on 
the eighth day identified Him with 
the nation (Luke 2:21), and then 
■t the end of 40 days brought Him, 
with her humble sacrifice, to pre- 
sent Him to the Lord. There a 
beautiful and prophetic scene took 
place as the Holy Spirit revealed 
to godly old Simeon His 

I. Complete Salvation— In ■ Baby 
(vv. 25-35). 

The Holy Spirit (not yet come as 
the indwelling presence in believers' 
hearts) had come upon Simeon, a 
man right with God and with a deep 
longing in his heart for the coming 
of the Messiah— "the consolation of 
Israel." He was assured of living 
until that day, and now as he waited 
in tlie temple the babe who fulfilled 
that promise was laid in his arms. 

Ho blessed God as he broke forth 
in praise and prophetic utterance. 
Note the full conception of the work 
of the Redeemer- deliverance from 
bondage and fcnr of death, light to 
the Gentiles and glory to Israel, u 
stone of stumbling but also of rising 
again. A rcvcaler of the hearts of 
men— yes, and One whose sacrifi- 
cial death would pierce the heart 
of His mother. 

One is glad that Simeon and Anna 
(v. 36) and "them thai looked for 
redemption in Jerusalem" saw in 
Mary's infant son the Son of God 
incarnate, for round about was un- 
belief (John 1:11), hatred (Matt. 
2:16), and indifTercncc (Matt. 2:4, 
B). 

Is it not so today? Christmas has 
Just been celebrated. How many 
saw the babe In the manger as Je- 
sus the Saviour? 

The scene changes— the little fam- 
ily is back in Nazareth in the lium- 
ble home— and there we see 

II. Perfect Development in a Boy 
(vv. 30, 40). 

The period from infancy to ac- 
countability (12 years) is summed 
up in the fuIl-orbcd growth of the 
boy Jesus described in verse 40, 
The one business of every child 
from birth to 12, or somewhere 
around tlierc, until the period of ado- 
lescence, is to grow witiiout any 
sense of responsibility except obedi- 
ence to authority; and obedience in 
the case of a child is always in or- 
der to give tlic child perfect free- 
dom from everything else, without 
any sense of responsibility. That is 
the story of jcsus: lie grewl" (G. 
Campbell Morgan). 

Growth is, first of all, physical. 
Jcsus stands by the side of every 
boy and girl as the body grows from 
babyhood to maturity, for He too 
knew tiiat experience. We may talk 
to Him as an understanding friend 
about the pliysical needs and pro i>- 
Icms of our children. Let us re- 
member that here, as elsewhere in 
Scripture, tlie physical body Is rec- 
ognized as Important. 

Mentally, He experienced growth. 
The strange, apocryphal tales about 
the child Jesus, representing Him as 
a man of mature wisdom in a child's 
body, do not compare even remote- 
ly with the beautiful naturalness of 
a keen-minded boy asking questions, 
observing, always learning. Boys 
and girls, you may talk with confi- 
dence to Him about your lessons, 
your growing interest in this excit- 
ing world of ours, of your need for 
guidance In learning. Be sure that 
He will understand. 

The crowning toucli upon the 
growing personality of tlie child is 
the spiritual. We read of Jesus that 
"the grace of God was upon him." 
"Grace," says Dr. Morgan, "is first, 
that which delights and charms. 
Grace, secondly, is desire to impart 
to others the things that make them 
happy. Grace, finally, is the ac- 
tivity that does this at nil costs." A 
gracious child is an altogether de- 
lightful being; and when that gra- 
ciousness is tlie result of the "grace 
of God" upon him, it is surpassingly 
lovely, for it makes him Christlike, 
•ven in the days of childhood. 

Great and grave lias been the 
neglect of the spiritual life of chil- 
dren for whom much has been done 
physically and mentally. Christian 
parents must not make tliat mistake 
— and they need not, for the Lord 
Jesus hero too stands ready to coun- 
sel, guide, encourage, and strength- 
en them in every good purpose and 
. .deed. 
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When Tonsils Shouldn't 
Come Out, Doctor Advises 

Don't have your youngster's ton- 
sils taken out when there is infan- 
tile paralysis around— he's two to 
four times as likely to catch it after 
a recent tonsillectomy, according to 
a warning issued by the medical de- 
partment of a well-known life in- 
surance company. 

Records of many hundreds of 
cases of "polio" treated in hospitals 
in city centers show a much higher 
frequency of the "bulbar," or dead- 
lier form of polio, nnd a much higher 
fatality rale, among patients wlio 
had had their tonsils removed, the 
report points out.

In general, such comparative rec- 
ords as are available indicate a 
higher susceptibility to infantile 
paralysis among children without 
their tonsils, than among those with 

■ tonsils intact, the report states, 
which suggests that the tonsils have 

•a definite protective function, and 
should only be removed if a men- 
ace to health. 

Children two years old are the age 
group most frequently stricken by 
infantile paralysis, the report states. 
Susceptibility to "polio" infection 
drops off sharply above four years 
of age. However, some adults are 
stricken in every epidemic. 

Modern methods of treatment, in- 
cluding hydrotherapy and massage, 
are getting complete cures in nu- 
merous cases, and a steady advance 
in understanding of this disease 
suggests that it may soon be brought 
under control.

Coarse Brown Bread Is 

Source of 'B' Vitamin 

A necessary vitamin is B— a group 
of at least half a dozen different 
chemicals. 

Vitamin B is found abundantly in 
whole wheat and coarse grains, is 
appreciably reduced in the milling 
process, when the rough coat is 
"scalped" from wheat kernel. Most 
of the big flour mills and bakers 
have recently agreed to put vitamin 
Bl, nicotinic acid and iron back into 
their flour and bread. But experts 
pointed out that such "enriched 
bread," although a step forward, 
was not the ideal solution of the 
problem. 

Reasons: (1) sufiTicient productive 
capacity for riboflavin, which may 
be a required ingredient of the new 
fiour, will not be ready for almost 1 
a year; (2) enriched fiour is not as j 
rich in minerals nnd vitamins as < 
whole grain; (3) to keep up his vita- 
min Bl requirement from this 
source alone, a person would have 
to cot almost a whole loaf of en- 
riched bread every day (of the. non- 
enriched white bread, he would have 
to eat three to four loaves); (4) the 
amount of vitamins available to put 
into bread may just now be seriously 
curtailed by shipments to Britain; 
(5) natural fiour goes a third of a 
way longer in breadmaking than re- 
fined fiour. 

Coarse bro\Vn bread is still the 
best source of vitamin Bl.

Rural Schools are 
Important to Future, 
Says Mrs. Ethel Coe 



''By 1960, three-fourth of the per- 
sons getting their first jobs will liavc 
been educated in the rural schools," 
Mrs. Ethel Coe of Woodstock, Mc- 
Ilenry county superintendent of 
schools, told nicinbcrs of the Antioch 
Woman's club at their meeting Mon- 
day afternoon, in the home of Mrs. 
George Wagner. 

"The rural school education program 
is a very important factor In develop- 
ing the attitude of our youivg people," 
she emphasized. "It is the attitude 
of these young people, ,as they grow 
up, that will lielp determine the future 
of our democracy," she added. 

""I'lie rural school must supply an 
education that fits the young people 
to copt; with propaganda -and other 
sul>ver>ive activities that ^vill .be iu- 
crca.'iingly directed against us. 

"Of late years there Ins been some- 
thing of a trend aw.iy from too much 
consolidation of schools, as the im- 
portance of the little rural schools has 
been increasingly noted by educators," 
slie pointed .out. "The general ten- 
dency now," said Mrs. Coe, "is to 
avoid consolidation in cases where the 
district h.is a liigh enough valuation to 
support tile .school and there are 
enough pupils to make it worthwhile. 

"The rural school even has -certain 
distinct . advantages over larger 
schools. 

"First, it makes greater provision 
for individual differences. A pupil 
may be re.Tdy for (iftli grade arithmetic 
and seventh grade geography — and the 
rur.il .-chool can take care of sucli a 
situation, 'i'he iuii)ils also have the 
advantage of hearing other cla.'Jses re- 
cite and krow what to expect when 
they get into the higher grides.

This stagecring sum represents 
the face value of such policies writ- 
ten each year by 167 companies 
specializing in one of the broadest 
risks in the world of insurance — 
■that of protecting gems against ev- 
ery possible unhappy fate, includ- 
ing theft, loss and destruction. 

There are few easier tasks than 
|that of hiding such a necklace in a 
convenient place, reporting it lost, 
collecting thb insurance and then, 
years later, selling the diamonds 
one by one. 

Naturally, the insurance com- 
panies sometimes make mistakes. 
In these cases, they pay off, if the 
amount is not too large, and charge 
it up to experience. Later, if the 
missing jewelry turns up they may 
prosecute the would-be swindler. 
But, in most cases, they arc in- 
clined to settle for cash, on the the- 
;ory that frauds of this type are par- 
jticularly hard to prove in court. 
Can Lose Anything. 
This is especially the case when 
I a woman is the policyholder, bc- 
j cause male jurors, especially mor- 
■ricd ones, are prone to believe that 
! women can lose anything. 
; Misplacement of jewelry, intcr- 
icsting enough, is tied up with many 
■psychological factors. Middle agpd 
women, passing through a melan- 
choly stage, frequently develop 
complexes in which they think they 
are being followed and begin trans- 
ferring their valuables from one 
hiding place to another. 

Sooner or later tlie time comes 
when they forget the lost hiding 
place and become convinced some 
one has stolen their jewels. 

A striking case of misplaced 
gems occurred early this year when 
the late Mrs. Roe Wells, wealthy 
wife of a doughnut company execu- 
tive, reported a loss of $225,000 in 
jewelry. 

Detectives descended upon the 
Wells' lavish winter home in Miami 
Beach. 

"And not only jewels," explained 
Mrs. Wells, "but we had $475,000 
in cash in the house. That's gone, 
too— we haven't the slightest idea 
how." 

The jewels and $75,000 in cash 
had been kept in a chamois bag 
among the dozens of shoc.i in Mis. 
Wells* closet, she told police. 

Attends Farty. 

Further questioning revealed that 
the jewels. and money hod vanished 
at least 24 hours before police were 
called, and that during this lime 
Mrs. Wells had attended her regu- 
lar bridge sessions with friends 
and had otherwise followed an un- 
disturbed roullne. 

"Tiiere's no evidence to Indicate 
a robberj'," Earl Carpenter, chief 
of detectives, declared. 

A day later, Wells telephoned 
authorities that the jewels and 
more than $20,000 in cosh had been 
'found. Carpenter commented: 

"In my opinion the rest of the \ 
money will be found in the home 
just as soon as Mrs. Wells is able to 
remember wliere she put it." 

Shortly after FBI agents dis- 
closed that Mrs. Wells on previous 
occasions had mislaid both jewelry 
(and money. Sure enough, the miss- 
ing cash was eventually found. 



Soap, Water 'Scrub-Up* 

Keeps Health Line Safe 

Soap .and water "keeps" down 
summer skin inflammations; In hos- 
pitals and receiving wards, it is 
mandatory to employ a generous 
soap "scrub-up" and a change of 
uniform by nurses passing from one 
communicable case to another; in 
a recent experiment in dishwashing, 
it was proved that wlien dishes wore 
subjected to hot, but clean, soapy 
water "few bacteria survive ex- 
posure to soap water." 

Mothers whose children have to 
pass the teacher's daily health 
parade In school should not be 
neglectful of children's neatness and 
cleanliness when home for vacation 
—"hands washed" before eating 
should be an- automatic rule.. 

Today, all over the country,' there 
are local campaigns for clean dishes 
hi restaurants and cafes and clean 
glasses at soda counters; in our 
nation's capital tlierc was recently 
started a soap-and-watcr campaign 
by local parents and teachers; at 
an important educators' congress it 
was stated that if children were 
taught to keep their hands clean, 50 
per cent of respiratory diseases 
could be controlled. 

Wliun America goes on wheels — 
stopping at tourist homes or camps, 
at roadside eating stands, at motor 
comfort stations— do your shore to 
keep such places at high stand- 
ards of cleanliness. 

Remember, in your liome or on 
tlio road, that cleanliness pays— 
and that personal hygiene is the 
best prophylaxis against disease.

Protein Holds Secrets 

Of Life, Science Hints 

Science every day is drawing 
closer to llie secrets of life, accord- 
ing to Dr, O. L. Sponsler, professor 
of botany at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles. 

"We ore on the threshold of 
Important discoveries— discoveries 
about protein structure which may 
tremendously increase our under- 
standing of the factors which con- 
trol life. 

"All of the physical sciences, 
chemistry, physics, biology, are co- 
operatively engageci in this study, 
for each complements the study of 
the other fields and makes greater 
understanding possible." 

Dr, Sponsler points out that any 
changes in the structure of the pro- 
tein can cause great changes in the 
body. Colds, cancer, worts are the 
result of such changes. 

"To picture the protein molecule, 
think of dividing a piece of beef- 
steak millions of times. Eventually 
you come to the smallest particle 
which is beefsteak, and an attempt- 
ed division would only result in tlic 
beefsteak disappearing into 300 
smaller pieces, each an amino acid. 

"The millions of life forms which 
we have come from varying the ar- 
rangements of the 300 animo acids. 
Since any rearrangement of the acid 
chain, either moving one ucid to an- 
other position or rearranging an en- 
tire chain, will give us a new pro- 
tein, an almost limitless nuniber of 
life combinations con be made." 



Sleep Walkers in Armed 
Forces Have Experiences 

LONDON.— Humorous and tragic 
instances have resulted from the 
, antics of sleep walkers in the Brit- 
ish armed forces. 

Tliore was the soldier who left his 
bed, dressed, polished his buttons, 
and went on sentry duty— still 
asleep. 

A more tragic instance was that 
of a young airman, who, it was 
stated at an Inquest, "baled out" 
of a bedroom window to his death. 

There are other instances, outside 
of the forces. 

A schoolboy on the eve of on im- 
portant cricket match was seen by 
his astonished parents, scoring 
imaginary runs up and down tlie 
hallway. 

After a time he shouldered his 
bat and marched sedately to his 
room. 

A German actress, Anny Ahlers, 
in one scene from a London produc- 
tion, had to climb through a window 
to meet her lover. Apparently she 
was thinking of this scene when she 
fell from the bedroom window of a 
London hotel to her death. 



Radio History 

The manufacture of radio receiv- 
ing sets commercially began in 1022; 
up to that time most people bought 
the parts and assembled their own 
sets. The New International Year 
Book for 1922 soys that in that year 
manufacturers whose plants wore 
fitted for 'quantity production of 
amateur sets were overwhelmed 
with orders. One of the early manu- 
facturers was Atwater Kent, who 
in 1922 received an order for 10,000 
radio headsets and suddenly real- 
ized that his plant could build com- 
plete radios as easily as supply 
parts to others. Some cars were 
equipped with radios at that time, 
but the commercial manufacture of 
car radios was a later devolopment. 

The Detroit News station, now 
WWJ, commenced its daily broad- 
casting on August 20, 1920, and ac- 
cording to Lee De Forest, is "the 
real pioneer of all existing broad- 
casters." It has been in continuous 
operation since that date.

Porina Experimental Farm Dairy 
Feeding Program 

Tho average dairyman might well 
profit from the experience with the 
dairy herd at the Purina Experimental 
Farm, Gray Summit, Mo., where the 
following feeding program is followed 
during the four periods of each cow's 
life.

An Individual usually reaches 
peak production in three months. 

Tlie amount of milking feed Is then 
regulated to keep her producing near 
the same high level during the entire 
lactation period. 

By following this method of feeding, 
coupled with good management, tho 
Purina Experimental Farm herd of 
niiJjer nnllnnry grade Holstclns has 
been built up to a point where last year 
It averaged 13,341 pounds of milk. 
Cost SH7.S0 to grow a cow at Purina 
Farm 

Replacement stock raised at the Pur- 
ina Experimental Farm over the last 
14 years has cast an avorase of $B7.50 
for all feed required to put an indi- 
vidual into the herd as a flrst calf heif- 
er. These replacements hove been aver- 
aging better than 9,000 pounds of milk 
their first year In the herd. 

Tho figures eIiow there's little choricc 
of losing money on a 0,000-pound heifer 
that cost only $87.50 to produce.

RUSSIANS: 
Bach in Crimea 

The southern Russian front, which 
had been subjected to extra Gorman 
pressure while the Nazis wore on the 
retreat in the central and northern 
sectors, suddenly turned the tide 
with thd recapture of Kerch and 
Feodosya. 

The first-named port was opposite 
the rich Caucasus oil region, sepa- 
rated from it only by two miles of 
water. These two inilos the Ger- 
mans had not been able to cross be- 
cause of Black sea fleet activity, 
Feodosya is about 100 miles fur- 
ther west, and landings were made 
simultaneously at both points, 
the Germans driven back, and an 
uncounted number of Nazis trapped 
between. 

The German high command ac- 
knowledged the Russian landings "in 
force" and said that counter meas- 
ures were being taken. Stalin com-

plimented his general on the soutlv, 
and then urged that the advantage 
be grasped and pursued. 

"Free Crimea next" he urged his 
troops. The Russians still wore 
holding on at Sevastopol, and Mos- 
cow hoped that the successes far- 
ther oast would release pressure 
at Sevastopol and permit the garri- 
son there, aided by sea-borne re- 
inforcements, to lake the ofTonsivo. 

The Crimea was held by a combi- 
nation of Gorman-Itolian-Rumanian 
troops, admittedly not the hardest 
to beat if tlie Russians are able to 
get a high-pressure drive going. 

COMMAiNDO: 
A Hcroe's Tale 

A story of black-clad, burnt-cork- 
faced Commandos on the North Af- 
rica front was the most thrilling sto- 
ry of the war thus far. 

It told of the attack on General 
Rommel's headquarters by a small 
band of British "suiciders." and of 
the killing of the Conimando'.s own 
commander, Colonel Kcycs. son of 
the man who originated the Idea. 

The British Comniando ^jroup hid 
in an arroyo during the nitji-.t be- 
fore the zero hour, within running 
distance of Rommel's hcodciuarlers. 

At the time when the whole im- 
perial oITcnsive was to flart- up along 
tlie lino, thcry daslicd forwarrl, 
roused a sontry who opened a door, 
shot him dond iind oiitorcd.thc' build- 
ing. 

As Keyes, leading his uM'.n. Ihrf'W 
open the main dnov bt.-liind v.-iiicii 
V/crc Uomir.cl'.s aide?, lie v;as shot 
dead, but a sergeant lonpcd over his 
body, hurled tv.-o linnd tjrr-nndes and 
then slammed the dnnr shut, letting 
Iho bombs wipe out those v.-ithin. 

By this time the shooting and 
shouting had roused the wb.ole gar- 
rison, who did not know what to 
moke of it all. In the resulting con- 
fusion most of the Commandos es- 
caped, but only after fighting a two- 
hour pitched battle. 

Rommel, unfortunately for them, 
was away at a birtliday parly, and 
was not killed. The whole of his 
staff v.'ho remained at headquarters, 
was wiped out, however.

The transaction was to bo handled 
by the govornment-ownod Defense 
Supplies corporation and v.-as taken 
when it became apparent that wo 
would not get our usual supply of 
sugar from the Philippines. 



MANILA: 

Falls 

Since the first detachments of 
Japanese troops had landed on the 
island of Luzon in the Philippines 
and had begun their push toward 
Manila, Americans had been hoping 
that the outnumbered forces of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur would be able 
to hold out in their defenses outside 
the capital city. 

But. despite a strong last ditch 
stand Manila finally fell to the in- 
vaders. Dive bombers and tanks 
had smashed the American lines. 
Greatly outnumbered, the Amer- 
icans had fallen back as the Japs 
succeeded in gaining control of the 

air. 

In its communique telling of the 
city's fall, the war department said 
that all U. S. and Philippine troops 
had boon withdrawn from the city 
several days before and all defense 
installations removed or destroyed. 
"The loss of Manila, while serious, 
has not lessened the resistance to 
the Japanese attacks," the commu- 
nique said. 

As it appeared that the Japanese 
pressure on the Philippines was 
driving our Filipino-American de- 
fending forces steadily backward, 
despite the arrival of a certain force 
of American planes as reinforce- 
ments, the war of nerves was giving 
Tokyo the "jitters." 

Although there were no direct dis- 
patches from the Jap capital, in the 
Tokyo broadcasts there was consid- 
erable evidence of confusion! of an 
anxiety to learn what the Allied 
grand strategy was to be. 

President Roosevelt, in his press 
conferences, was mentioning re- 
inforcements, plans that had been 
made in collaboration with all the 
Allies. 

He talked of Kamchatka, a penin- 
sula which roaches dov.-n to within 
easy piano reach of Japan itself. 
The" Tokyo radio was warning Japs 
to be ready for air attacks during 
tlio New Year period, was talking 
of an .American ellort to got planes 
to Siberia via the .Aleutian islands. 
The news from Manila and the 
Philippines generally was creating 
great anxiety in this country, which 
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wanted to sec t!ie islands success- 
fully defended and to remain in 
close touch v.-illi llav.-aii and the 
.American mainland. 

But though the v.ar news general- 
ly was favorable, including both that ' 
from Russia and North Africa, the 
dispatclios from Ilie Far Kast told 
of increasing Jap pressure all along 
the line, and of a general repeated 
success for the invader's arms, 
tliougli bitterly contested on all 
parts of t)io a.OfjQ-milc front. 

General MacArthur, showjng the 
efrecl of lack (if air supremacy, had 
grimly acknowicdged that Japanese 
ciivo boml)cr3 had gained control of 
all roads from both fronts, making 
liie defenders' task still more dif- 
licult. 

BAN: 

On /tiito^ 

Earlier tlian anticipated came the 
order from the government banning 
the .sale of autos and trucks in the 
United States. 

T!i(- prnliibition on these sales will 
remain in eirect pending develop- 
ment of a rationing plan which will 
place an estimated 4.^0.000 vehicles 
now in dealers stocks v;here they 
will do the most good. 

Rationing will be directed by the 
Ollice of Price Administration, head- 
ed by Leon Henderson. This oliico 
also administers the tiro rationing 
formula v.'hich has established quo- 
las for every county in the country, 

SiNCAI^ORE: 
Must Xot Fall 

London, saying that "Singapore 
must not fall," had called on the 
American navy to aid them in hold- 
ing out at lliis base, deemed most 
vital for the forlhcorning allied drive 
against tlic Japs in the South 
Pacific, 
One British spokesman had said: 
"Until our forces there can be 
built up, we shall have to rely to a 
groat extent on the American navy 
to regain control of the Pocinc."

Sec below DUTCH: Steal Show 

The Dutch airmen and submarine 
crews continued to "steal the show" 
in the Pacific war, the fighting fliers 
ranging far out over the Pacific, 
largely in American-made planes, 
seeking Jap tankers reportedly load- 
ed with oil stolen from north Borneo, 
The N.E.I, commander in chief, 
Lieut. Gen. Hein Ter Poorten, 
pledged America that the Dutch 
alone could turn the tide against the 
Japs in the south Pacific if only they 
could get more planes and more 
anti-aircraft guns with which to fight 
off the Japanese warplancs. 

Apparently there was no lack of 
Dutch bombers, nor of skilled pilot;; 
to man them, the shortage lying 
cliioHy in fighter planes. 

The submarines, keeping intact 
their promise of more than one ship 
a day, had tunk four more. 

That they were faring far afield 
and not just protecting home shores 
v.-as scon in tiie announcement that 
these latest sinkings had been far 
from Batavia, way up at the east 
coast of Thailand. The vessels sent 
to the bottom were troop transports, 
landing Jap soldiers for the fight 
against Singapore. 

In the meantime, the Dutch had 
sent a siicccssful naval raiding party 
against the Japs near the central 
provinces of their own islands. The 
Batavia radio said several launches 
were destroyed, others were seized 
and that the' Japanese living on tlic 
island were taken prisoners and in- 
terned. 

When the British got out of north 
Borneo, they were said to have de- 
stroyed all the oil wells, or damaged 
them so that they could not be used. 
The Dutch revealed, however, tliai 
several Japanese tankers had been 
seen leaving there loaded. 

The air force had been sent in 
pursuit, the Dutch pledging, them- 
selves to sink the tankers or not 
return. 

II A WAT! : 
'Ready 

Victims of the Japanese "sneak 
attack" ■ which decimated their 
strength in a few hours, Hawaiians 
had rejoiced finally that reinforce- 
ments to the plane and sliip garri- 
son now had the islands ready lu 
meet all comers. 

Although the exact nature of the 
reinforcements was kept a secret it 
was revealed that the army on the 
ishmds had cnougli planes to give 
any invaders, a "lively reception," 

Hero of the December 7 attack. 
Lieut. George S. Welch, 23. of Wil- 
mington. Del., v.'ho .shot dov.'n four 
Jap pianos though he had to drive 
10 miles to gel to his plane, said he 
was "itching for another fight," He 
said: 

"All of us would like to see them 
come back." 



LIBYA: 

British Get Tanks 

The Brili.sh were polishing off 
General Rommel's remaining forces 
in North Africa at a fast rate, aided 
by a "ra.sh sally" made by a force 
of nearly 100 tanks. 

The British met this assault will" 
such a withering fire from its mobile 
artillery and its American tanks 
that 22 of the enemy tanks were de- 
stroyed and 20 others put out of ac- 
tion with danuige. 

It was a demonstration that Rom 
mel's retreat liad l)een cut off, and 
tliat tiio sortie liy the German tanks 
from the spot v.herc Rommel's men 
wore surrounded was a desperate 
adventure. 

The locus of the attack was given 
as Agcdabia, a point about 100 miles 
south of BongaLii, the Axis' former 
stronghold, now in British hands.

Atomic Power Use Await* 

Some Great Invention 

Prof. Ernest O. Lawrence, the 
University of California's cyclotron 
inventor and Nobel laureate, soys 
that the harnessing of atomic power 
—which would make possible such 
feats as driving steamships across 
oceans on a cupful of fuel— is in 
somewhat the same stage today as 
the future of flying was 50 years ago. 

Speaking at a recent Stanford uni- 
versity fete. Dr. Lawrence said that 
the use of atomic power awaits 
some great invention or the unveil- 
ing of now laws of nature. 

Dr. Lawrence reviewed experi- 
ments on the smashing of the atoms 
of uranium, the heavy clement on 
which science has pinned its hopes 
of obtaining atomic power. Ho said 
that when this atom is split enor- 
mous amounts of power ore re- 
leased, millions of times more heat 
per atom than is given off when or- 
dinary fuel is burned. 

However, he pointed out that ura- 
nium is made up of several types of 
uranium atoms- which are hardly 
distinguishable. Only one of this- 
family of atoms Is usable in produc- 
ing atomic power. Dr. Lawrence- 
said that there is no practical large 
scale way in sight for separating 
this ntom from the others, and that 
it is doubtful if a way will be found* 

The scientist said that the har- 
nessing of atomic power may await 
a deeper understanding of the forces 
that hold together the nucleus, or 
central core, of the atom, which 
contains nearly all of the energy 
of the atom and forms almost all 
Us mass. 

Dr. Lawrence said that the giant 
4,900-lon cyclotron, or atom-smash- 
er, now being constructed on the 
Berkeley campus, may shed further 
light on the problem of harnessing 
atomic power. 



Every dalrj'man who has gone out to 
buy replacement stock knows how hard 
It is to obtain just what he wants. Nat- 
unilly, the man with surplus stock 
wants to keep the best heifers for the 
iniprovement of his own herd and that 
leaves only those of poorer quality 
available for the buyer.

Vitamins in Workers' 

Diets Prove Profitable 

The past winter has proved the- 
dollars-and-cents value of vitamins 
in the diets of workers. A number 
of companies have been supplying 
Iho vitamins in capsule form to em- 
ployees free. 

A group of employees in that de- 
partment of a stove manufacturing 
plant where difrorenl shades of 
white porcelain must be matched, 
were fed vitamin A, which is par- 
ticularly helpful to vision. The re- 
sult was that rejects wore reduced 
from Ihe usual 3 per cent average 
to 0.3 per cent— and the company 
saved $5,000 a year! As a result of 
this troalment, many workers who 
had worn glasses for years found 
they were able to discard them. One 
worker who formerly had headachca 
and burning eyes after a day's work 
found that these symptoms disap- 
peared—and he gained weight! 

A Minnesota machine tool com- 
pany started last winter to feed Its 
workers vitamin capsules, and ex- 
pects the project to pay for itself. 
Each morning, every worker re- 
ceived a capsule in a paper cup 
with a health message printed on it. 
It is expected that the cost of cap- 
sules, cups and printing will not 
exceed S500 for the three-month pe- 
riod covered. 

And manufacturers are not the 
only ones taking advantage of this 
miracle of modern science. The St» 
Louis Cardinals baseball team in- 
cluded vitamins in its training camp 
diet. 




Cartel Means Control 

Cartel, in the economic sense, dc- 
noles a combination of corporations 
or firms operating to control pro- 
duction, prices and marketing of a 
particular conimodily. Cartels may 
include only national corporations or 
firms or may be international, in- 
cluding corpor.'^tions or fiwns of dif- 
ferent countries, or including car- 
tels of different countries having the 
purpose of controlling the interna- 
tional market. 

An international cartel will have 
the support of governments and usu- 
ally must be based on legislation or 
an act of a government. When gov- 
ernments act in unison In an at- 
tempt to control a commodity. It 
usually is called an intcrnutional 
agreement ralhor than a cartel, but 
the present tendency seems to ba 
to extend the term cartel to include 
government agreements.

According to J. H. McAdams, poultry 
specialist with Purina Mills, n strong, 
healthy, well-bred pullet will lay heav- 
ily for a short time even on a deficient 
ration by drawing upon her body for 
the egg-making materials she needs and 
which the feed falls to supply. 

But eventually he points out, one of 
two things happens. Either the bird 
lays herself to death, or she quits lay- 
ing In order to rebuild her body. 

"The poultryman, anxious to sell lots 
of eggs, doesn't want either of these to 
happen. He's after continued high pro- 
duction. And to get it ho must feed 
his flock for body upkeep, then for eggs. 
For Nature demands tlAt a pullet ijsc 
approximately bVj pounds of feed per 
month for body upkeep. The number 
of eggs she will lay depends on the 
amount over 5i4 pounds she can be per- 
suaded to cat," says McAdams. 

Tlio following table has been worked 
out as a guide to the amount of feed 
pullets require per day at various rates 
of production:

70%.. 30 to 32 

Wien production reaches the higher 
brackets, it often becomes dllTlcult to 
keep hens eating as much feed as they 
should to maintain their body weight, 
McAdams points out. 

"First of all," he says, "it Is impera- 
tive that the laying mash be of high 
quality so that every ounce a bird con- 
stnncs is chuck full of egg-making and 
body building materials. Stirring this 
mash In the hoppers regularly will help 
keep birds Interested and eating. Add- 
ing some of tills mash fresh several 
times dally also helps. Feeding it as a 
wet mash or in pellet form (Layena 
Checkers) at noon also helps maintain 
consumption at the level necessary for 
high production. 

•'Other ways of increasing the laying 
flock's mash consumption are the use 
of more than amjile hopper space, plac- 
ing the hoppers whero the light Is 
brightest, and tlic use of electric lights 
to assure the flock a 13-hour working 
day. 

"You Just don't dare let a high pro- 
ducing hen drop In body weight," em- 
phasizes McAdams. "If you do, expect 
her to go into a moltl'*

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Time Zones Were Idea 
' Of Railroad Companies 

The various standard time zones 
•were first adopted in this country in 
1803, on the initiative of the Amer- 
ican riaihvay association, though 
congress look no action until 101(J 
when it directed the Interstate Com- 
merce commission to establish 
limits for the various time zones. 
The boundary line between the eust- 
•ern and central standard time 
zones ran through Detroit, with all 
of Michigan in the central zone. 
In May, 1U05, Detroit oincially 
adopted Eastern Standard time for 
the whole year, giving herself an 
. extra hour of daylight the year 
around. Most of the cities in the 
Lower Peninsula have since followed 
Detroit's example and given them- 
selves daylight saving by adopting 
Eastern time. In 11)31 the state 
legislature established the Eastern 
Standard time for Michigan, Most 
of the Upper Peninsula has remained 
,on Central time, but recently such 
cities as Gladstone, Escanaba, Manis- 
tique, also Marquette county, have 
adopted daylight saving time for the 
summer months only. Various pro- 
posals have been made for putting 
Detroit on Eastern Daylight saving 
time for the summer months, but it 
is pointed out that we already have 
daylight saving and there is some 
objection to the shifting of clocks 
that this would necessitate.

Gloves Originally Were 

Worn Only by 'Gentlemen* 

The story of gloves is n long and 
romantic one. From time imme- 
morial the glove has entered, his- 
tory to dramatize incidents -and 
mark, in one way or nnothcr, the 
gentleman or the lady. Covering 
the hands probably began through o 
practical need for protection in 
early struggles for the necessities of 
life. According to historical rec- 
ords, gloves; originally, were worn 
only by men, and then principally 
on state occasions such as special 
military or royal ceremonies. By 
such discrimination they were con- 
fined for the most part lo the highest 
ranks of dress, where they were of 
primary importance in affairs of 
chivalry and coronation of sov- 
ereigns. 

Before the Thirteenth ^century 
there was some use of the mitten 
for women, but no finger gloves; 
the first of these being made of 
linen about the period of the Resto- 
ration. 

Following this period, gloves are 
mentioned in various ways as sym- 
bols of rank, retirement, champion- 
ships, or sovereignty. Many otlier 
notable roles have been played by 
the romantic glove all through the 
ages, among the most commonly 
recognized being the presentation of 
a glove as a pledge of security; a 
gesture of defiance made by flinging 
the glove across the cheek of an. op- 
ponent to challenge to a duel; as 
token of faith between betrothed, 
and as a tribute of honor. 

Since then till now the glove has 
been an important apparel requisite 
for the lady as well as the gentle- 
man.

This remedy may sound to the 
doubting like something an ancient 
alchemist dreamed up, but the Irutli 
is that experiments conducted in the 
United Slates and abroad load sci- 
entists to assert they are very niuch 
on the trail of o treatment they be- 
lieve will be effective in at least 30 
per cent of the cases brought to the 
doctor early enough. Another 30 
per cent probably can be improved. 

Gold, or just plain gold salts in a 
water or oil solution, injected in the 
muscles, followed by a series of 
treatments, does the trick. 

French and German doctors be- 
gan prospecting for gold as a treat- 
ment for chronic arthritis, one of 
the most painful and dangerous 
types of rheumatism, back in the 
1920s. 

Medical men in the United States 
remained skeptical. They had seen 
too many "cures" trotted out only 
to flop.
